Tent Life in Siberia, etc., had spent four 
years in Russia and Siberia, was thorough- 
ly conversant with the people and the lan- 
guage, and had reached the conclusion that 
the Russian Government had been misrep- 
resented, and that the exile system of Sibe- 
ria was not so terrible as was supposed.

Missing Baggage. 


The Old Colony keep a record of every 
piece of baggage forwarded by them so 
that they can easily trace any piece that is 
missing. To enable them to do this they 
require station baggage masters to record 
the numbers of all checks on baggage sent 
and received and to record the name and 
address on all packages and parcels sent 
and received. These records are sént to a 
clearing house in Boston every day and 
enable the clerks there to tell whether each 
parcel and package that was put on a train 
reached’ its destination. To enable the 
station agent to keep these records it is 
necessary that he should have ample time, 
and one of the rules is that baggage must 
be at the station ten minutes before the 
train is due by which it is to be forwarded.

The Mission of the Merchant.

The following speech delivered in Music 
Hall, Boston, May 16th, by Hon. Elijah 
Morse of Canton, we copy from the Boston 
Traveller: 

Music Hall was crowded to its utmost 
capacity, last evening, at the entertainment 
given by the proprietors of the New Eng- 
land Grocer to visiting merchants. Hon. 
Elijah A. Morse of Canton, ex-senator and 
member of the governor's council, was the 
principal speaker. 

Mr. Morse said he had accepted an in- 
vitation to speak here tonight, but was at a 
loss to know what subject was appropriate 
to the occasion. He could not discuss 
tariff or free trade, for there might be a 
difference of opinion on that subject, but 
he would say that he believed in protection 
to American industries, [applause,] and 
was opposed to any policy that would re- 
duce the American laborer and mechanic 
to the level of the pauper labor of Europe. 
He would say that he believed this country 
had prospered under the protective tariff for 
the last twenty-five years as had no other 
country on God's green earth. Under its be- 
| neficent policy our prosperity had been un- 
precedented in the history of nations, It 
was an axiom in the affairs of individuals, 
States and nations to let well enough alone. 
{Great applause.} So much for the tariff. 

The operation of the Interstate Com- 
merce law had seriously affected the mer- 
chants and manufacturers of New England. 
He believed it to be the most injurious 
piece of legislation ever enacted by Con- 
gress. The Czar of Russia would hardly 
dare to decree so far-reaching and despotic 
}a measure. It was said to be a law for the 
protection of the people against the rail- 
road monopolies. It had proved the op 
| posite, injurious to the people, and indirect

railroads.

The Value of Coral, 


The value of coral depends on its color 
and its size. The white or rose tinted 
variety stands in highest popular esteem, 
| perhaps chiefly because it is rarest. It 
is mostly found in straits of Messina, and 
on some parts of the African and Sardinian 
coasts. The bright red coral, in which 
polps are still living, when fished up, stands 
|next in value. Dead coral has a duller 
tint, and is consequently sold at a lower 


although it is often sold as a costly curios- 
ity to foreigners. The other is the common 
red coral, which has undergone a sea 
change, probably through the decomposition 
of the living beings that once built and 
inhabited it. It is not much admired in 
Europe, but in India it commands high 
prices, so that large quantities of it are 
exported every year. These are the four 
important distinctions of color, though 
they, of course, include intermediate 
tints which rank according to their clear- 
ness and bDrilliancy. The size is a still 
more important matter. The thickness 
of the stem of the coral plant, to use the 
commercial and entirely unscientific ex- 
pression, determines its price, and many a 
branch of red coral is valued more highly 
on account of its thickness than a smaller 
piece of the choicest rose color, The rea- 
son for this is clear. A large straight 
piece of material can be worked to advan- 
sage by the artificer; a crooked oue, if it 
be bulky enough, can at least be turned 
into large beads; mere points and frag- 
ments can oply be used for smaller ones, 


}or made into those thorns which are said 


to be invaluable against the evil eye, but 
which do not command a high price in the 
market, perhaps because it is over stocked.

An Electric Railway. 

An electric railway which is to reduce 
the time between New York and Chicago 
to two hours—making a speed of about 
420 miles per hour—is now the dream of 
a Baltimore inventor. As the question 
will naturally arise what device is provided 
for restoring their breath to the passengers 
by this very rapid conveyance, it will re- 
| lieve our readers’ minds to know that so 
far at least, the inventor does not contem- 
rushing human beings across the 
| continent at this speed, but only proposes 


to send letters, valuable parcels, perishable 
fruit and special express matter on his 
lightning train, which is to consist of a 
single small car without engine or train- 
jmen. The car will simply be fired off like 
a cannon ball from one terminus and will 
shoot along through the air on a light 
elevated track, until it reaches a point say 
ten miles from the New York or Chicago 
terminus, when the current will be cut off 
and it will gradually slow down until, by 
means of a trip lever brakes are applied, 
bringing it to a stand. The cost of this 
remarkable railway is figured out to be 
the exact sum of $5,079 per mile for a 
double track, and $3,366 for a single track. 
Inventions that seemed much more wild 
than this are now in successful operation. 
It is not safe in this age of the world to 
undertake to draw the line between im- 
practicable theory and actual practlce.— 
Railway Age.

Brazil follows th 
United States in making a final end of 
slavery. The new law completing the 
emancipation was promulgated on the 28th 
of April last. It releases 600,000 slaves, 
besides 400,000 apprentices the children of 
slave parents. A late report from Rio 
Janeiro says that the official emancipation 
was preceded by the voluntary freeing of 
their slaves by private owners. Thus ends 
jthe last vestige of legalized slavery on the 
American Continent, Brazil alone retaining 
this barbarism after all other countries had 
abolished it, The new freedmen seem 
anxious to improve their condition. There 
are many of them remarrying, so as to 
legalize the unions formed in slave times, 
and thus legitimatize their children, as the 
law of Brazil allows them to do.

It was their Easter season, and of all the 
jolly times this beat anything ! ever saw. 
All the places of business were closed. 
The people of the village were out in force, 
and the people of the country were in, in 
large numbers. It was a good-natured, 
supremely happy, crowd. The peasants 
were gaily dressed in striking costumes; 
some of them had travelled many miles to 
attend these festivities. 

Military bands were playing everywhere. 
Everybody, without regard to age, sex, or 
previous condition, was dancing or hop- 
ping around, and playing games. There 
was a “free and easy’? atmosphere about 
everything; just full of simplicity and fun. 

After leaving this place the scenery be- 
came, if possible more charming than ever. 

Immense fields of wheat bowing and 
waving in the gorgeous sunlight greeted 
the eye on all sides. When we came up 
into Hungary the scenery changed very 
much. Instead of the wide open country, 
the river is confined in a narrow channel 
by lofty mountains towering far above our 
heads. This grandeur lasted for two hun- 
dred miles, then we came out into the 
open country again. 

At Pasiasch we left the river and took 
the steam cars to Perth, the most impor- 
tant city in Hungary. It was just full of 
fine parks, and gardens, and splendidly 
built streets. From there we travelled by 
express train to Vienna by the way of 
Presburg—another beautiful city. 

Among the most interesting sights we 
saw on the way were several very large 
herds of Hungarian cattle, black and white, 
big and little, a charming picture. This is 
a great stock raising country. 

I am in a quandary, and sorely perplexed. 
I had heard so much about ** Vienna yeast"’ 
and “‘ Vienna bread,’’ that I was anxious 
to see Vienna itself, but when we arrived 
here I was introduced to the city of ““Wien."’ 
I don't like it. Ishan’t buy that kind of 
yeast when I go home. 

The city stands on a plain at the foot of 
the eastern extremity of the Alps. Its 
population is away up towards a million. 
It boasts a University with about 4000 
students. It has one of the largest parks 
in Europe. It contains the Imperial Royal 
Palace and many other fine buildings. The 
cathedral of St. Stephen—one of the finest 
—we visited. 

But I have not fully recovered from the 
shock I received when I read the name of 
our inn.
